STRANGE ADVENTURE OF JAMES 
CAMPBELL, MILLIONAIRE. 


| THE NAME OF His ABDUCTOR. 


Alleged to Be Oliver Winthrop, Who 
Was the Assistant Superintend- 
ent of a Cemetery. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 7.—James 
Campbell, the millionaire sugar planter of 
| Honolulu, who mysteriously dropped out of 
| Sight for two days this week, spys he was 
| imprisoned ,and robbed by Oliver W. Win- 
| throp, who attempted to obtain the capital- 
ist's signature to a $20,000 check as the price 
| of his iberty. Winthrop, who was tried and 
acquitted4ast year on a eharge of poisoning 
a woman in Laurel Hill Cemetery, of which 
| he Was assistant superintendent, has dis- 
appeared. No trace can be found of his 
| confederates. 

Campbell says Winthrop decoyed him to 
his house on a slight pretext. Suddenly, 
ne says, a masked man rushed into the 
room, and, pointing a revolver at his head, 
| ordered him to throw up his hands. Camp- 
bell says he leaped at his assailant and 
felled him to the floor. The man was dazed, 
almost stunned, but leveling his revolver 


against Campbell fired. The millionaire 
says the bullet grazed his temple and passed 
through his hat into the wall. Camp- 
bell) sprang at the man again, but before 
he gould reach him he was knocked down 
by Winthrop, who struck him over the 
head with some heavy instrument. 

The two men then pounced on Camp- 
bell and bound, handcuffed and gagged him. 
They lifted him from the floor to bed 
and strapped him toit. His feet and hands 
were tied to the four corners of the bed 
and a chain was passed over his body and 
fastened to staples driven into the floo?. 
Captain of Detectives Lees, in his investiga- 
tion afterwards, found the evidence ot 
this. Cords were passed around Camp- 
bell’s body and drawn so tight that he could 
not move. 

For twelve hours Campbell was kept in 
this position, the gag being in his mouth 
all the time. On Tuesday morning the 
gag was removed, with the caution that he 
would be killed if he made any noise. He 
was told that he would have to sign a 
check or order for $20,000 before he would 
be released. He was shown a document, 
which they asked him to sign, and he 
was also ordered to write a note to 
) wite asking her to cash-the check and to 
give the money to the bearer without a 
any questions, 


| Campbell says he refused to even read the 


paper, Telling his captors that he did not 
care what they did to him. He said he was 
an old man, and did not have a great while 
to live anyway, and that they could kill 
bim before ne would submit to such an out- 
rage. He did not care much for $20,000, he 
said but he would not be blackmailed or 
robbed. His captors replied that they would 
keep him strapped to the bed as he was un- 
til he did sign the paper. 

Tuesday passed with no change in the 
situation, Ather Winthrop or the young 
masked man arding Campbell constantly. 
They offered him drink and food, and an- 
nounced their willingness to give him any- 
thing he wanted, but he refused everything 
for tear they intended to poison him. He 
was given every attention, but was kept 
strapped to the bed all the time and no op- 
portunity for escape was allowed. 

When Campbell was first seized and 
thrown on the bed, he says, Winthrop took 
$305 in coin from his pocket and kept it; 
The younger man, as far as Campbell 
knows, did not get any of his money. Whe 
the newspapers published the fact tha 
Campbell had disappeared, the millionaire 
says his captors became frightened and 
after dark released him. The police have a 
description of Winthrop’s confederate, but 
no clew to his whereabouts.

Each day he tramped the streets in search

REVIEW OF THE LEGISLATION. 


An Interesting Bit of History That 
Will Be Extensively Read in the 
Coming Campaign. 


There appeared upon the news stands 
Thursday morning a small pamphiet en- 
titled “A History of Demonetization.” 
written by Mr. Bronson C. Keeler of this 
city, which is certain to produce a pro- 
found impression during the coming cam- 
paign. It is an account of the legislation 
which enacted the famous law of 1873, and 
traces the progress of that statute from its 
first appearance in the Treasury Depart- 
ment in 1869 to its signature by President 
Grant in 1873.

Jay Knox, Deputy Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency. It was sent to Mr. Sherman, as 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Finance, and introduceed by him into the 
It bore a deceptive title, “An act 
revising and amending the laws relative to 
the mints, assay offices, and colnage of the 
United States, and purported to be merely 
a codification. of existing laws on the sub- 
ject. It was a very long document, meas- 
uring about seventeen feet if set in ordi- 
nary newspaper type, and in ordinary width 
of column. Its great length was evidently 
intended to prevent its ** in news- 
papers, and its perusal by members of Con- 
gress or the general public.

Fhere were in all twenty amendments, but 
the most important were in four consecutive 
sections,the clause demonetizing silver being 
in section. (16) 15, the double numbering be- 
ing made necessary for that section, and 
all suceeding it by the fact that the Finance 
Committee of the Senate proposed to strike 
out section 15, and when that was done 
the old numbers of suceeding sections. 
the ones in brackets, were to be dropped, 
and the new numbers were to take their 
places. 

The printed proceedings of that day’s de- 
bate, as published in the Congressional 
Globe, show that every amendment propos- 
ea was debated? except the one in sec. (16) 
15, and especially were the amendments in 
those sections which immediately precede 
and follow the section demonetizing silver 
debated exhaustively, the discussion occu- 
pying several pages of the Congressional 
Globe. But fof some mysterious reason, the 
section which demonetized silver was not re- 
ferred to or debated, as shown by the offi- 
cial records. 

One of the most amazing things in the his- 
8 of American politics is that this is so 
little known. Probably not a man who reads 
this ever heard of it before. Yet it is one of 
the most momentous facts in the history of 
the qeunery. and the question, with the few 
who have known of it for the past twenty- 
three years, has been: How was debate on 
this section prevented that day? 

The theory accepted by the few who have 
been acquainted with it has been. that the 
Clerk of the Senate did not read the amend- 
ment when it was reached in the course 
of the debate. The trouble with this is that 
it does not account for the fact that every 
Senator who was following the debate also 
missed it, although they had a printed copy 
of the bill, with the amendments in italic 
type, before them. Not a Senator saw it or 
called the attention of the Clerk to the fact 
that it had been skipped. 

Mr. Sherman explains it by saying that 
the section was debated, but that the short- 
hand reporter, in the hurry incident per- 
haps to the time, dropped it! Mr. Sherman 
advances this theory in all seriousness, and 
not at all as > joke. ‘ 

Mr. Keeler advances the startling theory 
that the section was not printed in the prof 
bill, and the evidence which he produces to 
sustain the theory is unquestionably of 
a very strong character—too strong, in fact, 
to be ignored even by Mr. Sherman’s strong- 
est friends. Mr. Keeler cites one evidence 
after another, all circumstantial, it is true, 
but official and internal, to build up his 
theory; and finally clinches the case with 
one startling and direct point of testimony 
| by referring to a statement in an official

as the debate, in which section 15 is stated 
to be on page 11 of the proof bill, whereas 
it is, in the official records, on page 10; al- 
though if the demonetizing section were not

clerks who had been bought by a band of 
speculators and conspirators in the lobbies, 
to put through secretly the demonetization 
of silver.

portant legislation upon the coinage, not a detailed nature that the finger of sus- 


then obsolete, since the first mint was es- 
tablished in 1792; that there had been no 
revision of the mint laws since 1837; and that 
the enactment of ‘the proposed statute 
would conduce greatly to the efficiency of 
that important branch of the Government 
service. This letter completely deceived Con- 
gress and threw it of its guard, by deep- 
ening the impression that the measure 
Was merely a codification of pre-existing 
laws.

The new bill, 
on the other hand, dropped entirely the sil- 
ver dollar from the silver coins, indiréctly 
forbade its further-issue and made the gold 
dollar the unit of value, 

The bill was galled up by Mr. Sherman 
Jan. 1, 1873, and was accompanied at the 
game time with eight amendments. These 
were generally of an inconsequential char- 
acter, but one, which provided for a coinage 
charge of three-tenths of 1 per cent for gold, 
was bitterly resisted by the Senators from 
the mining States, particularly those from 
California. The debate on the eight amend- 
ments lasted for two days, and fills forty- 
five and one-half columns of the Congress.

A Plumber’s Wife Gets a Warrant for 
the Man Who Neglected and 
Abused Her.

The Building Committee Takes a Cir- 
cuitous Route to Give a Friend 
the Advantage. 


Another change has been made in the 
| specifications for boilers, in the public 
schools. 
The change practically restores to ex- 
School Director E. M. Bosley the advant- 
age he was given by the School Board 
Building Committee in the original specifi- 
cations, , 

After the Post-Dispatch had pointed out 
the opportunity afforded Mr. Bosley for ex- 


tortion in the matter of contracts for the 
boilers, and that his “incandescent” boll- 
ers were considered unsafe by some engi- 
neers, the committee reluctantly changed 
the spcifications to admit competition, 

Chairman Kissner and Directors Berg 
and Hequembourg of the committee com- 
pelled the change. It was at first voted 
against by Directors Cudmore, Penney and 
Koenig, with Director Lacey absent. The 
change was pata at a special meeting last 
Monday night. 

The exposures made by the Post-Dispatch 
and the exorbitant bids received under the 

ginal specifications compelled the three 
friends of Mr. Bosley to yield. 

They did not give up the fight. They laid 
their plans for the next meeting of the 
committee and carried them out Thursday 
night. 

Elmer E. Lacey was present and Director 
Hequembourg was absent, thus giving the 
friends of Mr. Bosley a majority. 


No attempt was made to return to the 
original specifications outright. That would 
only have resulted in re-doubling criticism. 
The same result could be attained in a 
round-about way, and which perhaps would 
arouse no suspicion. 

It was accordingly a very innocent mo- 
tion that was made by Director Lacey. He 
suggested that the specifications be changed 
so: that in addition to the requirements al- 
ready contained they should read, “S.xteen 
feet four-inch flue, incandescent bollers.“

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CASE OF FOREIGN OWNERSHIP. 

The first of the troubles ushering in 
the gold basis panic of 1893 began with 
the disastrous collapse of the experiment 
of foreign control of an American coun- 
try. As is well known, the great banking 
house of Baring Bros. had taken almost 
complete possession of the Argentine Re- 
public, had become the supreme power in 
its politics and the dictator of its finan- 
elal policy. The result was bankruptcy 
for the Barings themselves, revolution 
and great political disorder for the Ar- 
gentine Government, ruin for thousands 
of its people and business prostration 
from which it has not yet recovered. 

Under the political sway of the Bar- 
ings, the business of the Argentine people 
Was put on a credit basis, in which 
all exchanges of commodities was made 
through floating debt—that is, through 
corporation notes circulating as money. 

Nothing is easier than to inflate such a 
floating debt until all other values are 
affected by it. To do so is to abolish cash 
in business and to substitute for it a 
doubtful credit: based on llabilities in- 
stead of assets. This is what happened 
to the Argentines. They were induced 
to do busines on the liabilities of the 
Barings, of their local agents and asso- 
clates, represented in circulation by a 
floating debt of corporation notes, every 
one of which increased the Nability of 
business to sudden collapse. 

Had the people of the Argentine Re- 
public kept their mints open for the coin- 
age of a sufficient stock of gold and silver 
to give them a cash currency, they would 
have been secure, for the money in circu- 
lation not being itself part of a corpora- 
tion debt, would not have shown them by 
collapsing at their need that it is im- 


possible to turn private liabilities into | 
public asséts merely by circulating them 


on silk paper. 

The result of this experiment showed 
fully what the great banking houses of 
the European cities mean when they in- 
sist on the use of “honest money” in the 
United States. They mean the greatest 
possible restriction in cash currency is- 
sued by the people through their own 
mints and the largest possible circulation 
of notes which can be issued by private 
corporations controlled from London, 
Paris, Berlin and Vienna.

It 
was the general understanding, too, that 
the large number of newly coined silver 
dollars then in the Treasury were a great 
helper to Mr. Sherman in the beginning 
and prosecution of his undertaking.

BUSINESS MAN CLUBBED AT THE 
“SUBURBAN.” 


IT NEARLY CAUSED A RIOT. 


Jannopoula’s Police“ Beat O. Voelker 
Brutally Because He Tried to 
Jump on a Car. 


J. C. Jannopoula’s Suburban Summer Gar- 
den, at Wells Station, was the scene ofa 
brutal and apparently unprovoked assault 
by some of the employes upon a patron, 
about 1040 Thursday night, that precipi- 
tated a riot. 

Otto Voelker, a St. Louis business man, 
Was jerked from a car by the park police, 
beaten with a club until covered with blood, 
and then taken to Florissant, Mo., under 


arrest. 

Over 100 persons witnessed the assault, 
and in an instant, the well-dressed pleasure- 
seeking crowd, was transformed into a 
maddened, l mob, bent upon res- 
culng the victim a policeman’s 1 

ooked. for a time as though a bloody 
fight would ensue, es an angry crowd of at 
awe 100 persons rushed toward the garden 
police. 

The cries of the police to ‘‘stand back!“ 
the whirling of their loaded canes and clubs, 
and the probability of revolvers being used 
by the officers awed the crowd, and those in 
front recoiled on the crowd in the rear. 

Still the police had difficulty in restrain- 
ing the crowd, enraged at the sight of a 
citizen, separated from them only by a light 
picket fence, being clubbed by the park 
police. 

His cries for help were pitiful, and but for 
the weeping, hysterical, half-fainting wo- 
men, who clung to. their escorts, the po- 
lice might have been 6Verpowered and the 
prisoner rescued. ; 

After the prisoner had been beaten to the 
eatisfaction of the police, he was placed in 
@ guard-house inside the inclosure, around 
which the Suburban tracks run, and a man 
named Henson, who was clothed in the

Accordingly, when repairs were com 
menced on Mr. Karr’s house on Ann ave- 
nue,

With desperate prisoners awa 
safeguards of the Workhouse it is neces- 
sary that they be watched to prevent es- 
capes and revolts. 

So Jake Karr, son of the Superintendent, 
a regular guard employed by the city, on 
duty at the Work-house, was taken from his 
post and stationed at Mr. Karr’s private 
residence. 

Armed with a revolver he has kept his 
vigil there ever since. 

Work on Mr. Karr’s property has pro- 
gressed very rapidly. That on Mr. le- 
meyer's house has been about as progres- 
sive.

This saloon is a great resort for couples 
who desire privacy and are willing to pay 
for it. It is so Frenchy in its air. It is 
so quiet and unobtrusive. There is never 
a noisy gang at the bar. 

The bartender is uncommunicative. He 
mixes his drinks in a business-like way, and 
invites no confidences. There are no chairs 
anywhere to be seen in the barroom. No 
berthsrfor habitues. 

This is not the trade it caters to. Sport- 
tvely inclined ladies and gentlemen with 
reputations to lose do not like a crowd hang- 
ing around, clinking glasses and laughing 
over risque stories. 

It destroys the harmony of the evening 
and increases the chances of their escapades 
becoming public. 

Therefore, on this account, is the place 
80 popular in its quiet, unobtrusive way, 
on couples who love not wisely, but too 
well. 

Up-stairs in this resort are some beau- 
tifully furnished rooms—two floors of them.
